A STORY OF ERASTUS WIMAN 


Legal Paradox Saved Wealthy Cane- 
dian an Important Lawsuit. 


There is in Toronto an old civil en- 
gincer, a Canadian whg has returned 
to his native country after sojournin 
in many lands, and who was a frien 
of the late Erastus Wiman in his 
palmy days. The career of Wiman, 
the Toronto newsboy. who rose to be 

a gteat: Americar capifalist, and. later 
came to an ignominious fall, is one

This tale has sole- 
ly to do with an incident in his ca- 
reer when he was a mate in New 
York and was in making 
at modern imp ts on Staten 
sland, where he had very heavy in- 
tereste. One of these improvements 
involved a tunnel under a highway. 
Something went wreng with it, as of- 
bor happens with contracts of the 
kind, and rival capitaliste who were 
anxious to seize the fruits of his enter- 
prise at once promoted litigation with 
a view to tying up the work until the 
franchise invel should expire un- 
der the time limit fixed. These are 
the sweet, kindly manners of capital- 
ists toward each other. 

The matter was fought through the 
courts, the technical point involved 
being whether the work which Mr. 
Wimean had enrried ovt was a trnne! 
or an excavation. It was carried 
through several courts and one ufter- 
noon Mr. Wiman’s old Canadian en- 
gineering friend whom he had not 
seen for years called: on him and 
‘found him in a state of deep dejecs 
tion. The courts had decided against 
him; his work was not a tunnel but 
merely an excavation. The money 
he -had spent was lost and he was 
hit for heavy coste as well. He out- 
lined the case to his friend, a case 
in which.the best lawyers he could 
employ had been beaten. 

“Well,” said his friend, “didn’t you 
know that there is no legal termino- 
logy governing works of engineering?” 

“What do you mean?” asked. Mr. 
Wiman. 

“Simply that there is no such thing 
in law as an excavation. An excava- 
tion is what it ultimately becomes.” 

“Explain yourself,” said the capi- 
talist. 

“Well, if you dig a hole in the 
ground in a vacant lot, it’s an ex- 
cavation, isn’t it?” 

“Of course!” said Mr. Wiman. 

“But when you put a house on top 
of it it’s a cellar, is it not? Your ex- 
cavation if completed would have 
been a tunnel?”’ 

“By Jove, that’s true,” said Wi- 
man. ‘We'll reopen the case.” 

His lawyers were sent for. An ap- 
peal was eranted and the. case was 
won on this paradox, which was af- 
ter ali a very commonsense paradox. 


“WANTED IT ALL 


No Ross Bible Would Content This 
Orange Orater. 


Men yet young will remember the 
controversy which took place in On- 
tario over what was known as the 
Ross Bible, but some of the genera- 
tion which has since grown up may 
be puzzled to know what it was all 
about. The celebrated volume took 
its name from Hon. G. W. Ross, who 
was at the time Minister of Educa- 
tion. It was a series of excerpts from 
the King James version of the Holy 
Writ which the present Senator had 
collated for reading in the public 
schools. The Minister was of opinion 
that certain passages of the complete 
volume were unsuitable for reading 
by the young, but when the scheme 
was promulgated a large section of 
the community thought the “hand of 
Rome” was manifest. The Orange or- 
der, one of whose tenets is the “‘open 
Bible,” made a strong fight, and al- 
most defeated the Mowat administra- 
tion, which was forced to back down 
on the issue. : 

One of the funniest incidents of the 
campaign was a speech by the late 
“King William” Bell, at that time 
a prominent figure in local politics 
and a high functionary in the Orange 
order. One night he was speaking 
at a meeting in West Toronto, and he 
became very much excited, 

“We don’t want any Ross Bible,” 
he cried; ‘‘we don’t want any mangled 
version of the Holy Scriptures; we 
want the whole damned book.” 

The audience fairly roared at this 
sally and the speaker, recovering him- 
self, apologized and withdrew the ad- 
jective. Anyone who wanted to make 

im “sore” after that had only to 
allude to the episode. 


British Novel Markets, 


lt is a curious fact, and one that 
none of the many connected with the 
making and selling of British books 
will, I think, deny, that while the na- 
tion as a whole seems to be fast drift- 
ing toward protection, those who 
make their living by literature are 
being asked, for the first time, to con- 
sent to the extreme cheapening of 
their wares. The vain author—and

mind is almost invariably a man and 
not n woman—is being “‘got at’ on 
the pretext that if his work is offered 
to the public at a very low price it 
will reach an immense number of 
readers thirsting for the message he 
has to couvey. Within the last week

grr in Engl)nd! Then there is the 
| writer who is told that cheapness 
apells circulation, and who is remind 
ed that it is better business to earn 
fifty thousand pence than a thousand 
shillinge.—‘A Woman Novelist” in 
Lendon T.P.’s Weekly.

They Were Cowards, Pilferers and 
Traitors to One Another. 

The avetage pirate does not deserve 
his rothantic reputation, even for fero- 
city. Pirates were brutes unques- 
tionably and, like Captain Kidd when 
on the coast of Malabar, would ex- 
ercise’ a “pretty severity” in drder, to 
extort —conféssions 5g prisoners 
whom: ‘ puspected ng goods. 
But the universal application of the 
maxim ‘that dead men tell no tales 
and the dispatch of all prisoners ‘by 
the plank” were not practices of 
theirs. It was only at the end and 
when the last pirates, the broken men 
of the Napoleonic wars, were fighting 
their last fight on the south coast of 
Cuba that desperation made them ut- 
terly merciless. And when we say 
fight the word must be understood 
with a difference. The pirates were 
out “on the plundering account,” and 
they rarely made a serious fight. In- 

» the essential cowardice of man- 
kind is nowhere more visible than 
among these oppressors of unarmed 
traders and black vil: rs. Men who 
must have known ¢ surrender 
would infallibly take them straight to 
the gallows laid down their arms to 
any decently appointed force without 
a blow. Every man ho that he 
would save his neck, whatever hap- 
pened to the others. At the worst 
they put off the evil hour. 

Two of Avery’s crew who were con- 
demned to death petitioned that if 
they must be hanged they might at 
least be sent “to suffer in India.” 
They may have hoped for escape on 
the way, but even if they were un- 
able to get off it was better to be sent 
to die some months hence in India 
than to go to Execution dock to-mor- 
row.

South Sea Swells. 

Readers of old narratives of explor- 
ation in the south seas will recall 
the frequent references to the heavy 
swells of the ocean, which impressed 
the navigators with the idea of their 
remoteness from land. Dr. Vaughan 
Cornish explains the’ great size of the 
sea waves in high southern latitudes 
by the fact that south of the Cape 
of Good Hope and Cape Horn there 
is neither windward nor leeward 
shore and the prevailing wind in all 
longitudes is westerly. Thus’ when a 
west wind springs up it finds a long 
westerly swell, the effect of a pre- 
vious wind, still running. The new- 
born wind increases the steepness of 
this swell and so forms majestic 
storm waves, which sometimes attain 
a length of 1,200 feet from crest to 
crest, The average height attained 
by sea waves in feet is about half the 
velocity of the wind in miles per 
hour, 


Strawberries In Alberta. 

James Chegevin, a gardener at Le 
due, Alberta, has this year grown fine 
samples of strawberries. on his farm, 
The fruit was of good size and first- 
class color and flavor. He has made 
a specialty of strawberries for the 
past three years and at present has 
about two acres of plants. He is at 
present experimenting with twelve 
distinct varieties and states that the 
Alberta climate is ideal for profitable 
strawberry cultivation. In spite of 
the quite heavy demand and the con- 
sequent decrease in his be roduc- 
ing plants, he will market uly fifty 
crates this season.
